It is very hard for lilt* average citizens to realize how 
far away this nation has drifted from the ideals of lls 
founders. 
We need what we do not have — some fixed meas­ 
uring rod. a standard of comparison, what the scientists 
call a "control." Only poor makeshifts for this can In* 
found. 
One of these makeshifts is to go back to the political 
writings which molded the thinking of those who wrote 
our constitution. The learned man of the mid seventeen 
hundreds lacked what we now possess, a formized, pre 
digested body of carefully tailored concepts which we call 
education. They had to dig ideas out of hooks, for the 
must part, and to organize these ideas into philosophies. 
Some of the political writing of the .times was heady 
diet. The principal French writers from Voltaire on were 
iconoclasts and revolutionists, earnestly trying to destroy 
the remnants of the dying institution of the "divine right 
of kings." Their discourses applied largely to specific 
problems of the period, and cannot always be understood 
correctly if read as abstractions and generalities. 
Among the French writers who profoundly influent ed 
the thinking of the prime movers among the American 
Constitution fathers was Jean Jacques Rousseau (1712 
1778) whose work, "'Hie Social Contract," represented 
his own concepts of the principles of free, republican self­ 
government. 
In recent years, it has become the fashion to belittle 
this work, to speak of it with condescension and thereby 
brush it aside— and with it, the basic concepts of the 
Declaration of Independence, which closely echoes it. For 
example, the Encyclopedia Britannica ( N t h Edit., Vol. 
19, Page 586) speaks as follows: "The ‘Contract Social’ 
is for the political student one of the most curious and 
interesting books existing. Historically it is null; logically 
it is full of gaping flaws. . . . But its mixture of real elo-

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The Social Contract

quence and arrogant cogency is exactly what always car­ 
ries a multitude with it, if only for a time." 
* 
It is interesting to note how this smug though name­ 
less writing took so many words to express the idea which 
Hitler voiced in three — "Democracy is decadent. 
Without getting trapped into any dead-end argument 
as to whether every last word in the Social Contract is 
beyond criticism, the earnest political student of today can 
scarecely avoid reaching the conclusion that either the 
work is mainly valid, or the basic theories of our govern­ 
ment have been a snare and a delusion from the outset. 
The primary thesis of Social Contract may be stated 
loosely as being that a contract exists between any people 
and their government, under which, if it is a fair and 
enforeceable contract, the people support the government 
in return for certain protections and assurances. 
This concept is set forth as the cornerstone of the 
Declaration of Independence: "That to secure thesff rights, 
Governments are instituted among Men, deriving their 
just powers from the consent of the governed. . . " 
Now of course if one is to rule this idea out as being 
illogical, obsolete, impractical, etc., then the sooner it is 
forgotten the better; but if it is still valid, then it ought to 
be observed faithfully by both parties to the "social con­ 
tract" under which mankind submits to such government 
as is necessary for civilization and harmony. 
Some of the quotations from "Social Contract," far 
from being dust-covered concepts from the past, sound as 
though they had been written for this week’s newspapers. 
For instance: 
"Good laws lead to the making of better ones; bad 
ones bring about worse. As soon as any man says of the 
affairs of the State, ’What does it matter to me? the State 
may be given up for lost." 
What more emphatic statement of the duty of all 
citizens to enter into politics, as the sole medium for the 
betterment of their society and their government, than the 
passage just quoted? 
The following continues the thought: 
"As soon as public service ceases to be the chief busi­ 
ness of the citizens, and they would rather serve with their 
money than with their persons, the State is not far from 
its fall." 
Returning to the theory of a social contract between 
citizens and government, there may be some question 
whether the citizens of this nation are doing their full duty 
towards the government; but there is no room for denial 
that the government has fallen far short of performing its 
own part of the contract. 
Our national government has prostituted the prin­ 
ciples of free elections, by which alone popular sover­ 
eignty and "consent of the governed" can be maintained 
— prostituted them through the suppression of essential 
information, through the fabrication of false information 
and the issuance of distorted half-truths. 
It has suppressed the principle of "equal justice for 
all" through the political subjugation of the Federal courts 
and the U. S. Department of Justice, and has wrenched 
out of shape the principle of keeping all law-making and 
taxing powers in the hands of the people’s own represen 
tatives in the national government, the American Con­ 
gress. 
Even in so simple and fundamental a duty on the 
part of government as that of maintaining an honest anc 
sound medium of exchange, the national government has 
betrayed its trust— for our currency is no longer hacked, 
no longer sound, nothing more titan hat greenbacks, and 
inflation has slashed the value of the dollar more than two 
thirds in eighteen years.
